They should smile with disdain, and say- that it is not even* 
wortii>- ui censorship, .^nd I might agree with ihef.i ailer a 
gi/od dinner. 

AN ARTICLE THAT WAS CENSORED 

This 'Varsity' business seemed lo concern iticli widi 
professors and petting and coeds. Xow when Mr. Ryan, or 
his colleagues, came out with a certain statement involving 
ilicsc constituents, and possibly others the censors got busy 
.-,nd on-led .Mr. Ryan, which was foolish. It was an adinis- 
-ion of weakness. One might even say that it showed a 
guilty conscience, if those afflicted by the offending article 
li,nl anything lo do with the 'ousting.' 

Tlicy should have told Mr. Kyau lhal he and his col- 
li a(;in s wire malicious liars, guilty of a libel. Mr. Ryan 
v.iili lii, lihiiM viiw. aR.iinst censorsliip, would not have 
censored ilieir compliments, but would have given them fair 
prominence in his pajwr wc arc sure. 'I hctt Mr. Ryan would 
have had lo prove his stalcincnts, or admit his indiscretion. 

Or else he wotdd have explained that the offending 
was inkiidcd nuMily aN a bit of delightful buffoonery, 
(wliicli it pr.)l).d)ly was.) thai he intended no iwrsonal •harm 
;., any ot the professors, .ind lhal he hoped they would take 
the article in the spirit with which it -was written. He could 
have elaborated his former thoughts, and iho mailer would 
have been .-dtleil in a clean, slraighl-forward way.

great /est in a fighl. Some i)coplc love figliting. and .ill 
people love lo .sec others fighting. .Nnd wc should think, 
judging by all rrporis, lhal everyone concerned in the battle 
had a tlioronvlily good time hurling complimcnls at each 
oilier, whili- iLn: collegiate world looked on hi amusement. 
THE REAL FOOLISHNESS OF CENSORSHIP 

l'cn:oisliip of filth is a good thing, just a^ covering 
garbage is a Rood thjiig. (iarbage is covered because it of- 
fends r>coplc's nostrils, and spreads disease, I'itth is censor- 
ed for pr.iciically the same reason. 

Ihil the most unreasonable censor of all is the gcncnil 
piiblii', divided a- it i- if.io proiips anil elii|urs. .And it censors 
every tliinjj thai dm: n't need to be censored. 

Suppose I want to spcali aliuiit religion. T cbtild f un 
dowii religion in this column v.illi llie blackest intentions, 
and no one would bother even reading it. Hut supiiosing 1 
siarird. to criticize, ever so mildly, one denomination of 
riligioii. I would be rxireinely lucky lo come out of ihe en- 
siiiiiK riot with my life. .And yet, of all iM-,litiilii,ns, the v.ir- 
ioiis denominations of the churches should be least afraid of 
criticism, and even ridicule. 'Mlic public cciisoi-s lhal which 
needs no ccnsorsship. 

1 can run down human nature, and descril)c it in most 
oppiubrioiis icrnip, without aiiyonu getting annoyed al)oiil 
it. But if 1 vtiitiired lo deal flippanlly with any one race or 
nationality, a carload of bricks would bo ordered at once for 
my innnedialc destruction, even though I had spoken gosiiel 
truih. The only nationalities that are not afraid of criticism 
are the l\nRlisli and the Scotch. They, presumably, arc the 
only ones lhal have nothhig to be afraid of. 

'J'he V.M.C.A. issued a pamphlet to guide yipung peuple 
in the affairs of sex. After it had been bro.idcast over tlic 
country doing incalculable good, some censors, representing 
the public opinion evidently, banned it. One would think that 
the pamphlet was doing loo iiiueli good for their liking, and 
thai it was in their interests to slop ihll good being done. 
Hut, mind you, the piddic was the re.il censor, and public 
protests ordered the pamphlet lo be banncil. 

If ilic public didn't, by indirect censorship, ban good 
liti ialinr, there woidd be far more of it. But if they won't 
buy it, it is completely banned. 

THE CENSOR VS. THE SCUM 

I have come lo think uf the public as the mosl illogical 
censor, and of jiroicssional censors as Ihe Icasl objcclion- 
ahlc of all censors. 'J'hey al least censor as little as possible, 
bcins mindful of the fact that many of those who clccl

The e?cond period is marked by t!ie 
actions ot Wllklc, Who Is the llr.st 
martyr to a now governmoiit. in a 
pamphlet he criticised present con- 
ditions. In a very oiJcn manner, even 
If his attempts at literary stylo were 
ridiculous. But ■Wilklt; failed to lilt 
the rout of the evil, the (liouncll, and 
blamed the magistrates, declaring 
they used all the fines and taxes for 
their pei'sonal use and ruleil without 
ever «.onsidering the por.sons thoy li;i 1 
authority over. Ho finished by .spend- 
ing two yeai's at lianl labor. 
Joseph Howe 

Then . came Joseph Howe wltli 
ability, personality, and .-lUill ciiougli 
to form a reform iKiriy nnd advo- 
cate dofiiiito measures of reform. He 
too attacked the inagislratcs nnd was 
tried but public opinion acriulttcd 
him. Tl ■•11 lio turned Ills energy to 
tlio ("oiinr-il ;ind uskert for tlic Hrin.s:i 
Hytlcni of respoiislbln govornmcn' . 
Backed by the exomples of ISuropcau 
nations who had since ' ISOO settled 
their government affairs, and backe.l 
by the people whp had gone through 
tho stage ot no interest, then partial, 
and finally wliolc-hearted desli-e for 
reform, Hotvo finally carried the day 
and Iwoijght to Noyo. Scotia her re- 
sponsible goveminént. 

Colonial Relations 

In his paper on "The Colonial Ot- 
tico and Responsible Government" 
Rcid ' sliotycd tho development thut 
finally led to tho homo office ro- 
linqulshing Its stringent control over 
Canadian affairs. Ho, gave tho 
opinions and creeds of the nunicroiis 
colonial secretaries ai^d dealt parti- 
cularly on James Stephen. Stephen, 
although only a permanent under- 
secretary, had more to do with Can- 
adian atifalrs than any of tho other' 
portfolio secretaries, few ■ ot whom 
wore very good men as this office 
was not considered Important until 
utter tho Durham migjloj). It was 



necessary (o h.xvc responsible legis- 
lature rcsponsiblo patronage, and ro- 
sponslblo finance and to liavo self 
govermiieni, parly government, and 
cabinet government before tito full 
alms of tho i-eforiners wcro realized. 
Tho possession ot Caiuid.a wa.s not 
regarded as Important in Kiigland, nn.1 
tlio coIoiil.Tl office wished her to bo 
cither entirely subordinate or ti/ have 
her break away entirely and go her 
own wny in w!i;ilov>'r iiiiiniipr .slio 
pleased. It wan vlt.nl that tlio power 
of tliu colonial office should go be- 
fore responsible government could bo 
realized here, so most people believ- 
ed that tho separation of Cniiada uiul 
Crcit Britain as nierely a matter ot 
years. Canada did nut want thlii 
Ktiiaiation at all. 

Internal Friction 

l''ur years there was gro;il trouble 
duo to dlsagrecniciit.s between the 
Governor iiml llif loloiilal olflce 
until Lord KIgIn was sent over and 
I,ord (Jray placed at the head of the 
Downing Street office. Elgin held a 
general election with the result that 
tlio I'cforiu party .HCCHlicd a majority. 
Thu iniiilslry gave ru.sponsiblo iialrou- 
age, and tho taxation was loti ex- 
clusively to tho colonial government. 
Thus the reformists had secured their 
wl.'^lie.s and \mti'. Iiapp.v. Tlio i:olonial 
office was left puworlc-^s, having 
censed to care, and as i.'aiiada was 
very loyal to Drltalu, til ccolmiy vc- 
malnoil English, although still hav- 
ing achieved their desires.

Modern Industry 
Finds Many Uses 

For "X-Rays" 

(Continued from jiago one) 
commerce. It was pioneered in the 
early stages of its existenco by tho 
moiUcal profession, and it is used now 
li> examine broken bones and the in- 
testine, and as a euro for cancer and 
a preventive tor tumours. In physics 
It is used to examine tho structor ot 
tho atom In various compounds, and 
tho relation of tho atoms. Commerce 
uses tho X-ray for tho examination of 
materials as to their suitability for 
uso in tho manutacturo ot a wide 
rungo of articles. 

Tho chemist and pliysicslst have 
both found the X-rays Invaluable In 
research work. From only ono 'plc- 
tin-o" of a substance, they aro able to 
flml out more lhan twenty things. 
Tho chemist can "find out tho atomic 
.structure of a tonipoiiiid, and tlic 
pliyslcist can find out tho size of thu 
atom in tho substance, tho distancu 
between tho atoms, and their relation 
to ono another. 

Dr. HclUey performed several c.x- 
porlmcnts to lllustato iiarLs ot the 
I' l l lire. By means ot an air puinp at- 
tached to a tube, ho showed that as 
llio gas pressure in tho tube decreas- 
ed thero was an increaso lii the flow 
of the electric current between tiio 
two terminals of tho tube. Having 
susiiended a wiro across the top ot an 
electroscope, lio deinun-vlrated that 
when a current flows through a wiro 
and heats the wire, thero Is an emis- 
sion of electrons from tho wire. Us- 
ing an X-ray tube a radiograph ot tho 
bones of the band was taken.
